On the morning of Wednefday, the 
11th inft. fhortly after the ramour of the 
General's injury had created an alarm in 
the city, a note from Dr. Poft informed 
me that ‘* he was extreme!y ill at Mr. 
Wm. Bayard’s, and expreffed a particu- 
lar defire to fee me as foon as poflible.” 
I went immediately. The exchange of 
melancholy falutation, on entering the 
General's apartment, was fucceeded by a 
filence which he broke by faying that he 
‘shad been anxious to fee me, and have 
the facrament adminiftcred to him; and 
that this was ftill his with.” I replied, 
that “* it gave me unutterable pain to re- 
ceive from him any requeft to which 1 
could not accede: that, in the prefent 
inflance a compliance was incompatible 
with all my obligations ; as it was a prin- 
ciple in our churches never to adminifter 
the Lord’s Supper privately to any perfon 
under any circumflances.” He urged me 
no further. I then remarked to him, that 
“the holy communion is an exhibition 
and pledge of the mercies which the Son 
of God has purchafed ; that the abfence 
of the fign does not excluce from the mer- 
cies fignificd ; which were acceflible to 
him by faith in their gracious author.”’ 
‘* I am aware,” faid he, ‘* of that. It is 
only as a fign that L wanted it.”

BEFORE THE COURT OF CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 


Gent’emen, 


IN prefenting myfelf before you, I afk 
to be heard for amoment. My confidence 
in the counfel I have chofen is entire: J 
have refigned to them without referve the 
care of defending my innocence : it is on- 
ly in compliance with their defire tiuat 1 
with to fpeak before the court, but I feel 
the, need of fpeaking myfelf, both to you 
and the nation, 

Unhappy circumftances produced by 
chance or prepared by hatred, may ob. 
{cure fome periods of the life of the moft 
upright man. With much addrefs a crim. 
inal may remove from him both the fufpi- 
cion and the proofs of his crimes : a whole 


| hie is always the fureft teftimony againft, 


or in favour of the accufed. It is then 


my whole life which I oppofe to the ac-

cuiers who purfueme. It has been fuff- 
cently public to be known. I will recal 
fome epochas:of it, and the witnefles that 
I fhall invoke are the French people, and 
the people whom France has conquered. 
At the commencement of that revolu- 
tion which was to found the liberty of the 
French people, I was devoted to the fludy 
of laws, It changed the deftination of my 


life ; I devoted it toarms; I did not place 


On the | 
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| myfelf among the foldiers of liberty from 
, ambition—1 embraced the military life 
' from refpect for the laws of the nation : J 

became a warrior, becaufe I, was a Citizen, 

I !upported this charafter under the co}. 
ours—I have always preferved it, 

1 advanced very razidly, but always 
_ from grade to grade, without overléanin 

any—always ferving my country, never 
| flattering the committces. Arrived at the 

chief command, when vittory caufed us to 
advance into the middle of hoftile Nations, 
I did not lefs apply mylelf to make the 
charaéter of the French people refpckted 
than to make their armies dreaded. The 
war under my orders was’ a fcourge on! 
in the fields of battle. Even fromthe mid} 
of their ravaged plains, more than once 
have nations and hollile powers rendered 
me this teftimony. This conduét I be. 
lieved as proper as our victories, to make 
conquefis to France. 

At the time when even contrary max. 
ims appeared tO prevail in the comunittees 
of government, this conduét did not ex. 
cite againft me either calumay or perfecu. 
dion. No cloud ever arofe to tarnifh the 
military glory which 1 had acquired, till” 
that too famous day—the 18:h Fru€tidor; 
thofe who, with too much rapidity extoll. 
ed that day, reproached me with being too 
flow to denounce a man, in whom I could 
' fee’ only a brother in arms, even at the mo- 
| ment when thie evidence of ftaéts and of 
| proofs convinced me that he was accufed 
by truth, ane mot by unjult fufpicions.— 
| The Dircé¥oy Who alone knew the cir. 
| cumftances of my conduét fufficiently to 
, Judge of it correétly, and who, every one 
i knows, could not be difpofed to judge me 
| with indulgence, boldly declared that they 
| found me irreproachable ; they employed 

me in their fervice ; the poft was not 
. brilliant, but it foon became fo. 
| I dare to believe that the nation has not 
| forgotten how much I fhewed my felf wor- 
‘thy of it-jgeat has.not“ forgotten with what 
' facile devotednefs I fought in Italy in iub- 
ordinate ftations ;.it has not forgotten how 
1 was reftoredto the chiet cormmand by the 
'reverfes of our armi@s; “and renamed gen- 
‘eral, in fome meafure, by our misfortunes ; 
it remembers how I twice recompoled the 
army of the wrecks of thofe that had been 
difperfed ; and how, after having twice 
fent it back in a condition to oppofe the 
Raffians and Auftria, I twice rcfigned the 
command of it to enter on one of much 
higher confidence.

BOOTS, 


Mr. POULSON, 

Great improvements have of late years 
been made in boots ; yet, I perceive, they 
have not attained perfe€tion, efpecially the 
heavy kind. The weather is now warm, 
and it will be of vaft confequence to our 
Bucks (efpecially thofe that dare not ride) 
to be well equipt to walk the clean pave- 
ments of our city. 

I would propofe the boots fhould be 
made of good length, coming up clofe to 
the hams, making a reafonable allowance 
for about a dozen large wrinkles, fo as to 
rife at leaft nine inches above the knee. I 
propofe them to be wider than thofe now 
in ufe, and to have large long {quare toes, 
well turned up, equal at leaft to an angle 
of go degrees. The leather of the con- 
fiftency or flrength commonly ufed in fire
